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Tories call for 
study to look 
at question 
of Porthcawl 
railway link 


A CALL for a 
feasibility study 
into the chances of 
restoring a rail link 
to Porthcawl is now 
Welsh Conservative 
policy. 

The call was made 
some weeks ago by 
George Jabbour, who is 
standing in May for the 
Conservatives in the 
Bridgend Assembly seat 
currently held by the 
First Minister, Carwyn 
Jones. 

William Graham, the 
Shadow Minister for 
Transport, has backed 
the call. Mr Jabbour has 
also been given a letter 
of support by Porthcawl 
Town Council. 

William Graham said: 
“Porthcawl lost its train 
station rather unfairly 
half a century ago. As a 
result, it must be one of 
the largest towns in 
south Wales without a 
direct rail link. 

“At the moment, 
plans for a large 
infrastructure metro 
project, which would 
cover the Cardiff area 
and go as far as 
Bridgend, are being 
finalised. The proposed 
Cardiff metro system is 
expected to cost about 
£600 million. 

“It is very important 
that Porthcawl doesn’t 
miss out on this massive 
infrastructure project. 
Now is the time for

Porthcawl to ask for a 
rail link, whether a 
tramway or other forms 
of light rail. A similar 
opportunity might not 
present itself again any 
time soon. 

“Therefore, I firmly 
support the call of 
George Jabbour, to 
launch a feasibility study 
to extend the proposed 
Cardiff metro system to 
Porthcawl, other than via 
bus.” 

Mr Jabbour, who has 
a background in both 
engineering and 

investment, said: “I am 
determined to explore all 
possible avenues to 
make sure that 
Porthcawl receives the 
investments it deserves.” 

The GEM asked Mr 
Jabbour if, given his 
background in 

engineering and 

investment, he had a 
‘ballpark’figure in mind 
for the cost of a rail link. 

It is generally 
accepted that using the 
original route, closed in 
the early sixties, is a non 
starter, so the costs of a 
new rail link appear 
pretty significant. 

However, Mr Jabbour 
said that he did not have 
any cost in mind for the 
project. He said that Rail 
Future Wales had 
produced a

comprehensive report, 
listing possible new train 
routes 
(http .-//www.railfuture .or 
g.uk/DL702) and that 
this included two 
options. 

Route one is 
described as “an orbital 
route from Porthcawl 
via South Cornelly to 
Pyle Railway Station”. It 
would then take a 
roundabout route 
through existing rail 
lines, going through 
Cefn Cribwr, 

Aberkenfig, Sarn and 
eventually to Bridgend. 

Route two is simpler, 
going from Bridgend 
Railway Station (low 
level) through 

Bryntirion, Broadlands 
and then on to 
Porthcawl. However, a 
great deal of new track 
would need to be laid. 

Mr Jabbour said: 
“The cost would depend 
on which route is 
chosen, which type of 
rail link is 

recommended, and 
whether it is part of the 
£600 million proposed 
Cardiff project, among 
other factors. 

“The study we are 
calling for should look 
into the potential 
revenues generated, 
including from increased 
tourism in the area, and 
whether these additional 
revenues would pay for 
the rail link over the long 
term. 

“Now is the right time 
to campaign for this 
given the massive 
investment in the 
proposed Cardiff metro 
and the consequential 
monies via the Barnett 
formula.”

POOR HYGIENE 
STANDARDS 
RESULT IN FINE

POOR food 
hygiene practices 
have resulted in a 
Caerau takeaway 
picking up fines 
and costs totalling 
more than £3,000. 

When food safety 
officers from Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
inspected Pepinos Pizza 
in Caerau Road, Caerau, 
in May 2015 they 
served two hygiene 
improvement notices on 
the owner, Mr Ali 
Kemal Yildirim. 

One notice required 
him to provide all food 
handlers at the takeaway 
with food hygiene 
training, as the practices 
observed at the time of 
the visit were very poor, 
and presented a 
potential risk to food 
safety. 

A second notice was 
served on Mr Yildirim 
to prevent the risk of 
contamination, by 
providing a physical 
separation in the display 
chiller between raw 
meats and ready-to-eat 
foods, such as salad 
items, mayonnaise, and 
sauces. 

Mr Yildirim was also 
handed a fixed penalty 
notice for failing to 
display the required 
Food Hygiene Rating 
Scheme sticker for his 
business, to show that it 
had a ‘one’ rating out of 
a maximum ‘five’. 

When subsequent 
visits to the premises 
revealed that neither of 
the hygiene 
improvement notices 
had been complied with, 
and the rating sticker 
was still not on display, 
Mr Yildirim was 
prosecuted. 

Appearing in 
Bridgend Magistrates 
Court on February 2, 
Mr Yildirim was fined 
£1,575 by the 
magistrates. He was also 
ordered to pay £1,543 
costs and a victim 
surcharge of £31, 
making a total of 
£3,149. 

Commenting on the 
court case, Coun 
Charles Smith, a 
member of the joint 
committee for shared 
regulatory services, 
said: “This prosecution 
should lead to 
improvements being 
made to food hygiene 
standards at Pepinos 
Pizza. 

“Cases such as this 


one are never nice to 
hear about, but residents 
can feel reassured that 
Environmental Health 
Officers regularly 
inspect local food 
businesses, to check that 
the standards of food 
preparation and 
cleanliness do not cause 
any health risks.” 

Shared Regulatory 
Services is the regional 
regulatory service 
covering Bridgend 
county borough, Cardiff 
and the Vale of 
Glamorgan.

Local scaffolding 
firms face court 
action due to 
overloaded vehicles 


TWO local scaffolding firms 
are counting the cost of 
allowing overloaded vehicles 
to be driven on Bridgend 
county borough’s roads. 

In the first of two cases brought 
by Bridgend County Borough 
Council on February 1, Bridgend 
Magistrates heard how a vehicle 
operated by Carville Scaffolding, of 
Maesteg, was carrying 20 per cent 
more than the permitted weight, 
when it was caught being driven in 
Pyle. 

Business owner Glanville 
Williams was fined £465, while Ian 
Davies, the driver of the overloaded 
vehicle, was fined £400. 

Mr Williams was also ordered to 
pay costs of £172.93 and a 
victim surcharge of £46, while 
Mr Davies had to pay £172.82 
in costs and a victim surcharge of 
£40. 

In the second case, the court 
heard how Pyle-based JCB 
Scaffolding, allowed a vehicle to be 
driven in the Cefn Cribwr area 
when it was an enormous 43 per 
cent overloaded. 

Business owner Keith Allen had 
earlier pleaded guilty when he 
appeared at Bridgend Magistrates 
Court on January 11 and was fined 
a total of £1,812. 

He was also ordered to pay costs 
amounting to £269.30, as well as a 
victim surcharge of £120. 

On February 1, Mr Allen’s son, 
Robert Allen, who had been the 


driver of the vehicle, also appeared 
in front of Bridgend Magistrates. 
Robert Allen was fined a total of 
£730 for the dangerous overload 
and banned from driving for a 
period of six months with 
immediate effect. 

He was also ordered to pay costs 
of £269.31 and a victim surcharge 
of £55. 

Welcoming the outcomes of the 
cases, Coun Charles Smith, 
member of the Joint Committee for 
Shared Regulatory Services, said: 
“Overloaded vehicles pose a real 
danger on the highway, as their 
performance, including braking, is 
compromised. 

“In addition, severely overweight 
vehicles can have an impact on our 
road and bridge infrastructure. 

“These cases send a clear 
message that the practice will not 
be tolerated in the county borough, 
and I would urge businesses to put 
systems in place to ensure that 
loads are calculated, and kept 
within the permitted limits, for the 
safety of all road users.”

THE following letter 
was received following 
Brian Lee’s article two 
weeks ago on Arthur 
Morgan, the Bridgend 
man who won the 
Powderhall Sprint in 
1930. 

I was delighted to read 
your article in The GEM 
dated February 4 headed 
‘Bridgend man won famed 
Sprint’. 

You have asked for any 
information on my father. I 
hope this is of use: 

After working in the 
mines in several collieries in 
and around Kenfig Hill 
(where he lived in 
Commercial Street with his 
wife May, and three sons) 
he worked until retirement 
in the Steel Company of 
Wales in Margam. 

In sport he played rugby 


for Bridgend and Penarth as 
a wing three quarter and 
later he took up bowls and 
represented Wales in 1958, 
playing against all the home 
nations that year. 

In fact, he was the first 
international player from the 
Pyle & Kenfig Hill Welfare 
bowls team and following 
his selection, many followed 
from the team (I believe the 
next to play for Wales was 
in 1960). 

My father finished his 
bowls career playing for the 
Steel Company Team. 

He was a keen gardener 
with a garden at home and 
an allotment (where had 
spent a large amount of 
time!) and he loved to go 
shooting with his gun dog, a 
black Labrador called Jet. 

Dad died aged in 1983 , 
aged 76, after a short illness.

AM and former 
surgeon says 
Hahlets are not 
the only answer’ 


WITH the news that 
in parts of Wales, as 
many as one in five 
adults are now 
collecting a regular 
monthly prescription 
of antidepressant 
medication, a Welsh 
Conservative Regional 
AM has called for 
more to be done to 
promote alternatives 
to drugs in the 
treatment of mental 
health problems and 
has said that tablets 
are ‘not the only 
answer’. 

The waiting list for so- 
called ‘talking therapies’ 
continues to rise, as the 
number of patients 
prescribed anti¬ 

depressants in Wales has 
more than doubled in the 
last decade. 

Dr Altaf Hussain, who 
is a retired NHS surgeon, 
said: “I am fully 

supportive of calls for 
mental health to have 
parity with physical 
health when it comes to 
how care is prioritised. 

“Clearly, the current 
situation is unsustainable 
and urgent action should 
be taken to reverse what 
could be a worrying 
trend in over¬ 
prescription. 

“For this to happen. 


we must do more to 
ensure patients can 
access ‘talking 

therapie s ’, cognitive 
behavioural therapy and 
appropriate forms of 
counselling. 

“Tablets are clearly 
not the only answer for 
many types of mental 
health condition - by 
improving access and 
speeding up referral-to- 
treatment times for other 
types of therapy, CPs 
will face less pressure to 
provide an immediate 
solution to the problem 
in the form of a 
prescription for 

pharmaceuticals. 

“Mental health 

charities have been 
calling for better access 
to a broader variety of 
mental health treatments, 
and these calls should be 
listened to and 
supported.” 

He went on to say: 
“Hopefully we can 
reduce the reliance on 
prescription drugs for 
what are very serious 
health issues that can 
have a huge cost both for 
the patient and the wider 
economy.” 

The budget for mental 
health in Wales is £587 
million for 2015-16 - 
11.4 per cent of the total 
NHS budget.

Invisible Walls Wales programme 
at Parc Prison wins an accolade 


GROUND-breaking work carried out by 
Gwalia the social housing and care 
support supplier, to reduce re-offending 
rates among male prisoners and their 
families has helped Parc Prison secure 
the ‘Investors in Families’ chartered 
mark. 

The success of the ‘Invisible Walls Wales’ 
programme, organised by Gwalia in partnership 
with G4S, Bridgend County Borough Council, 
Barnardos and the Welsh Centre for Crime and 
Social Justice, was instrumental in helping HMP 
Parc in Bridgend become the only prison in the UK 
to receive the accreditation. 

The award is usually given to high performing 
schools, but as a direct result of family workshops 
and intervention programmes, including Invisible 
Walls Wales, Parc has broken the tradition. 

With support from Gwalia, Parc Prison has been 
leading by example, with other prisons replicating 
the Family Intervention Unit to address re¬ 
offending among male prisoners and their families. 

Craig Smith, area manager for Invisible Walls 
Wales, was invited to the House of Lords with 


representatives of IWW partners to collect thofficer 
said: “When a loved one is jailed it has a massive 
effect on families. Research suggests that six out of 
10 boys with a convicted parent are likely to end up 
in custody themselves. 

“Invisible Walls Wales works with inmates and 
their families to repair, develop and maintain 
healthy relationships when they are in prison and 
when they return to the community. 

“Through maintaining contact between prisoners 
and their families, the intervention unit and 
specialist visiting facilities are reducing the risk of 
the prisoners re-offending, reducing the risk of their 
children following in their footsteps and reducing 
social exclusion of families in their local 
community.” 

The family intervention unit, developed as part 


of the Invisible Walls Wales project, delivers 
programmes for the whole family and offers advice 
on parenting issues, family debt, benefits, physical 
and mental health and support to access training 
and employment opportunities. 

Director of housing and support, Andrew Vye, 
said the family intervention unit aims to help 
prisoners become better citizens and helps them 
focus on the concept of family and being a ‘family 
man’. 

He said: “Gwalia are committed to working in 
partnership with a number of key agencies to 
enhance and maintain the lives of people and local 
communities. This award for Parc Prison is an 
example of how partnership services delivered by 
Gwalia are paying dividends and improving lives 
for the better.”

One of the first maps 
of Cardiff shows ‘The 
SpitaT, a 14th Century 
leper colony, financed 
by charitable funds and 
run by nuns, which was 
located on what is now 
Newport Road. 

This establishment 
eventually evolved to be 
the Glamorgan and 
Monmouthshire 
Infirmary, which, in its 
earliest form, was for 
out-patients only. The 
hospital was expanded to 
become Cardiff Royal 
Infirmary (CRI), with its 
well-known frontage. 

There was still no 
support from the state or 
local authorities; the 
money to run the 
building was raised 
through charitable 


would bear their names. 
Thus the ‘William 
Diamond Ward’ became 
known locally as the 
‘Willy Dai Ward”‘ 
which may not have re¬ 
assured its incumbent 
patients! 

Cardiff Royal 
Infirmary treated nearly 
6,000 patients in 1926, 
but there was a waiting 
list of over 1,670 - some 
things never change. 

In 1948, the NHS 
started and the ‘District 
General Hospital’ 
became the norm. 

When the University 
Hospital of Wales in the 
Heath area of Cardiff 
opened in 1971, at a cost 
of £22 million, it was 
Europe’s first fully 
integrated hospital and 
medical school, with 800 
beds and 800 parking 
spaces. Now it has 
1,000 beds - and over 
3,000 places for cars! 

Medical treatment, 
care and information 
dissemination have 
progressed dramatically 
in the last two centuries 
and, perhaps, patients no 
longer have to gauge the

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‘Quality at heart of 
Welsh NHS’says 
international report 


A NEW international report 
has concluded that quality is at 
the heart of the Welsh NHS 
and patient-centred care is a 
major priority. 

The report into the quality of 
healthcare in Wales, Scotland, 
England and Northern Ireland was 
published by the highly-respected 
Organisation for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development (OECD). 

The two-year study also found that 
“no consistent picture emerges of one 
of the United Kingdom’s four health 
systems performing better than 
another” and highlights the “clear and 
consistent commitment to quality of 
care in all of the health systems”. 

The authors highlight the similar 
issues facing all the home nations, 
from an ageing population to the 
growth of chronic conditions. 

The report makes a number of 
recommendations for all the nations of 
the UK, including improving 
performance against other members of 
the OECD. 

Major findings for Wales included: 

• Quality is at the heart of the Welsh 
health system. The importance of 
high-quality and patient-centred care 
is given a high-level priority; 

• Continuously improving the 
quality of care is a deeply-established 
and widely-shared commitment in the 
Welsh health system; 

• A clear effort has been made in 
Wales to use patient concerns and 
complaints to help improve quality of 
care; 

• Wales is ahead on securely linking 
individuals’ health and social care data 
and is actively using some quality 
indicators; 

• The commitment by staff and the 


public to the values of NHS Wales 
seems strong; 

• A good range of health system 
information, including on quality, is 
systematically collected in Wales; 

• The introduction of a three-year 
planning cycles for Welsh NHS 
organisations is a step forward from 
yearly budget cycles and a focus on 
annual targets, seems like a positive 
one. 

Health and Social Services Minister 
Mark Drakeford said: “The OECD’s 
report finally puts to rest the claims 
that a particular heath service in one 
part of the UK is better than the others. 
It lays bare the challenges all parts of 
the UK face from an aging population 
to the growth in chronic conditions 
and the impact of people’s lifestyle 
choices. 

“This highly-respected international 
body found quality at the heart of the 
Welsh health system and that we 
prioritise high-quality and patient- 
centred care.

Microchipping countdown 


THE Deputy Minister 
for Farming and 
Food, Rebecca Evans, 
has reminded owners 
there are just 50 days 
until it will be 
compulsory for dogs 
in Wales to be 
microchipped. 

By April 6, all dogs 
over eight weeks old will 
need to be microchipped, 
with their owners’ details 
registered on an 
approved database. 

She said: “There are 
just 50 days to go until it 
will be a legal 
requirement for dogs in 
Wales to be 


microchipped. If there 
are any owners left who 
have not already had 
their dogs microchipped, 
they must do so by 6 
April. 

“The ability to trace 
all dogs back to their 
owners should encourage 
more responsible 

ownership and breeding, 
and help in the control of 
dangerous and nuisance 
dogs by creating a link 
between a dog and its 
owner. 

“Lost, stolen and 
injured dogs are much 
more likely to be 
reunited with their

owners if they have been 
microchipped and 
registered on one of the 
authorised databases.”

of a grain of rice) under 
the skin of an animal via 
a needle.

REYNOLDS SHINES AS DEADPOOL BRINGS LIFE 
TO THE SUPERHERO GENRE IN UNIQUE EFFORT 


T he last time we saw 
the Marvel 
character of 
Deadpool, he had been 
decapitated in a climactic 
battle with Wolverine in 
the turgid X-Men Origins: 
Wolverine. 

Given that the depiction of the 
character had been woefully 
misjudged in that film, it seemed 
unlikely that the ‘Merc with a 
mouth’ would be hitting the big 
screen anytime soon. 

But then, in the summer of 
2014, test footage was leaked of 
a possible film, with Ryan 
Reynolds (who had played 
Deadpool in that ill-fated 
Wolverine film) front and centre. 
Reaction to the footage was so 
positive that the film soon got 
the green light and, just short of 
18 months later, finds its way to 
the big screen. 

Reynolds plays Wade Wilson, 
a low-level mercenary who helps 
out those in need. When he 
discovers he has inoperable 
cancer, he is given a lifeline by a 
shadowy project led by Ajax (Ed 
Skrein) who promises to rid 
Wilson of the cancer by 
uncovering a mutation in his 
genes. 

However, the project’s 
unhinged approach means that 


while Wilson is cured and 
effectively made immortal, he is 
also horrendously disfigured. 

With Ajax the only person 
capable of reversing the side- 
effects, Wilson, under his new 
moniker of Deadpool, goes after 
him, a battle that sees his 
girlfriend Vanessa (Morena 
Baccarin) and friend Weasel (TJ 
Miller), as X-Men Colossus 
(voiced by Stefan Capicic) and 
Teenage Negasonic Warhead 
(Brianna Hildebrand) become 
involved... 

As Guardians of the Galaxy 
proved in the same summer that 
the Deadpool test footage 
leaked, while the superhero 
genre is showing no signs of 
slowing down, a different take 
on the usual tropes can create 
something that captures 
imaginations (and the wallets) of 
the audience. 

Throw in the in-built fandom 
around the character of Deadpool 
and you have all the makings of 
another cultural smash (and at 
time of writing the film had 
already globally grossed $260 
million worldwide). 

Luckily, the film is more than 
just hype over substance, the 
finished product a hilarious thrill 
ride of a film that shows that 
there’s more to the genre than 
clear-cut good guys and bad 


guys. Given how he has 
shepherded the film to the big 
screen, this is patently Ryan 
Reynolds’ baby and it is built to 
play to his strengths. 

Reynolds has always been a 
gifted actor who has, in 
hindsight, made some poor 
choices, but his personable 
charisma and personality make 
him always watchable and the 
character of Wade Wilson plays 
to his strengths in terms of 
improvisation and comic timing, 
yet also gives him plenty of 
substance to work with as well. 

There are few origin stories as 
difficult as DeadpooTs, yet 
Reynolds’ performance manages 
to run the gamut of emotions and 
plays them well. It would be 
easy for the character, and the 
film as a whole, to spend its time 
going for the scattergun 
approach of seeing what sticks, 
and it does for much of the film, 
but in its quieter moments it also 
works. 

The performances surrounding 
him are a mixed bag; Morena 
Baccarin is a wonderful partner 
for Reynolds as we see their 
relationship develop, even if she 
is reduced to damsel-in-distress 
by the end. TJ Miller matches 
Reynolds quip-for-quip, while 
the two X-Men on show, in 
particular Hilldebrand’s Warhead

not only tie the film into the 
larger X-Universe but also stand 
out on their own terms. 

It’s the villains that are the 
weakest, neither Ed Skrein as 
Ajax, nor Gina Carano as Angel 
Dust, overly memorable - even 
if the latter does engage in quite 
a brawl with Colossus towards 
the end of the film. 

What does for them is that in 
a film geared around the lead 
character, there’s little depth to 
be found with the nemeses. 


whose comic origins don’t really 
translate to the screen. 

With Zombieland writers 
Rhett Reese and Paul Wemick on 
scripting duty, it’s no surprise 
that the film doesn’t want for 
pacing nor comic-action beats, 
while visual effects guru Tim 
Miller’s first feature-length foray 
behind the camera can easily be 
seen as a great success. 

The action sequences fizz with 
spectacle, humour and great 
visual invention, while the 
hallmarks of the character 
(breaking the fourth wall, 
addressing the audience, pop 
culture references aplenty) are all 
present and correct. 

If the story beats play out a 
tad predictably, and with a few 
plot holes that are never filled in, 
it’s a small niggle in what is an 
otherwise energised and 
ridiculously entertaining piece of 
work. 

With the character truly 


established now on the big 
screen, it’s exciting to see just 
where Deadpool will be going 
next (and big fans may want to 
linger through the credits for the 
answer to that particular 
question) and hopefully this is 
the start of a beautiful, lewd, 
crude and rude, superhero 
franchise! 

VERDICT - Eilthy fun, 
Deadpool is a triumph of a film 
that sees the character take its 
rightful place on the big screen 
alongside his comic book 
brethren. Loosely a ‘superhero’ 
movie, it fizzes with energy and 
humour throughout, Ryan 
Reynolds’ winning lead 
performance superb; this throws 
the gauntlet down to Batman, 
Superman, Captain America, 

Iron Man et al. 

Highly recommended.

GET PLANTING IN YOUR 

GARDEN. ..and other useful tips! 


MARCH is the month for 
sowing seeds and getting 
the garden ready for the 
summer months ahead, 
which includes a general 
tidy up, some essential 
pruning and getting some 
colour back into borders 
and pots. 

Plant a rainbow of colour to 
welcome in spring by packing 
patio pots and filling flower beds 
with primulas and polyanthus. 
These cheerful bedding plants 
offer great value, flowering their 
hearts out for weeks on end to 
brighten your outlook on even the 
dullest of days. 

Deep purple, bright pinks and 
sunshine yellow are all part of the 
primula colour spectrum - colours 
that promote creativity, nurturing 
and optimism. 

Small pot grown plants are 
available now as Plant of the 
Moment in garden centres around 
the UK, making them perfect for 
creating instant displays in any 
garden, patio or courtyard or as 
blocks of colour in beds. 

Seed sowing should be at the 
top of your ‘to do’ list at the 
moment. Give seeds soil that is 
wet and warm enough and off they 
go, and the bigger the seed, the 
deeper it needs to be in the soil to 
germinate.

RHS 

MARCH is when winter turns to 
spring so start your month 
propagating and dividing and then 


get planting as the cold weather 
becomes milder. It’s a great idea to 
plant your lilies at the end of the 
month and make sure you look 
after your snowdrops. 

Country Life 
WHEN buying bulbs, everyone 
seems to think of dajfodils, tulips, 
and crocus, but forget that there 
are some great summer flowering 
bulbs, too. Think gladioli, lilies, 
freesias, as well as unusual ones 
such as Spar axis and Tigridia. 
They are super colourful and extra 
easy to grow. Summer flowering 
bulbs are ideal for dropping into 
any gap in the border, so if you ’ve 
bought shrubs which haven’t filled 
out quite yet, fill that space in the 
meantime with some bulbs. 

Michael Parry, founder of 
Grubby Gardeners 
If you grow your own, then now 
is the time to plant your bare-root 
fruit trees, containers and cold- 
stored strawberry runners. It’s a 
key month for strawberries - 
planting and sowing seeds of 
alpine varieties. 

You can also start to sow seeds 
such as broad beans, carrots, 
parsnips, beetroot, onions, peas, 
spinach, salad leaves and Swiss 
chard outdoors in mild areas, but 
be guided by the weather. 

Sweet peppers, tomatoes, 
cucumbers, aubergine and globe 
artichokes can be sowed indoors 
this month.

In Memoriam: Rhys Lawrence Davies 1926 — 2011 

Tribute to founder of Rhys 
Davies & Sons, Haulage 


T he late Mr 
Rhys Davies 
was a pilot 
during World War 
Two. His logbook 
and squadron photo 
are on display at 
Miskin Manor 
Hotel, Groesfaen, 
Pontyclun, in a 
room set aside to 
the dedication of all 
Welsh men and 
women who served 
in the Army, Navy 
and RAF in the two 
wars - so that they 
are not forgotten. 

Members of the 
public are welcome any 
time to visit this display. 

His company was 
started while he worked 
at Pengam Moors in Air 
Traffic Control. He was 
also a member of the 
RAP Volunteer Reserve, 
and although he 
continued to work at 
Pengam Moors, he 
purchased a lorry for 
£75 from the annual 
bounty he received from 
the RAP Reserve. 

In 1950, he saw an 
advert in the local 
newspaper for waste 
paper and decided that it 
would be his initial start 
in business. Everyday 
after work, and very 
early on Saturday 
mornings, he delivered 
waste paper to a Cardiff 
waste paper merchant. 
Eventually, he decided 


to go into business full 
time and handed in his 
notice to the RAP. The 
base for his business was 
at Penygraig, Rhondda, 
where he lived. 

The business went 
from strength-to- 
strength, and proceeded 
through various stages, 
such as: waste paper, 
rags, ice cream selling, 
knocking down stacks 
etc... 

He eventually bought 
a contract from a 
Penygraig haulier for a 
company called Metal 
Alloys, and two to three 
lorries came with the 
deal. Prom this contract, 
he received work from 
companies such as DCL, 
Simonds and Pram 
Pilters, delivering parts 
and machinery around 
the country. 

After moving to 
premises at Taff’s Well, 
Rhys and his late wife, 
who helped him as his 
secretary, continued to 
expand the company as 
further contracts and 
lorries were obtained. 

As the expansion 
continued, a shipping 
agency employing eight 
people was set up in 
Cardiff Docks, mainly 
bringing in wood from 
overseas. Other 
contracts were obtained 
from large companies. 

His sons Gwyn and 
Robert joined the 
company as partners, 
helping their father run 
the business, and the 



firm was then called 
Rhys Davies and Sons. 

In 1978 the company 
moved the Eisteddfod 
Stones to the grounds of 
Cardiff Castle. 

Rhys semi-retired 
from the company in 
1982, but continued to 
advise his sons as a 
consultant until 1984. 

He was also a trustee of 
Taff’s Well Rugby Club. 

Although Rhys was 
no longer involved in the 
running of the company, 
he still kept a keen 
interest in it, as it had 
been such an important 
part of his life. 

Rhys had a farm in 
Pentyrch, and he was the 
first person to bring 
Welsh black cattle down 
from north Wales. 

A very proud 
Welshman, Rhys sadly 
passed away after a long 
battle with Alzheimer’s 
disease. 


Tips for the spring 
from the Barry 
Community Garden 


BARRY Community Garden, 
off Dyfnallt Road, continues to 
go from strength-to-strength 
this spring despite the wet 
weather. 

Lollowing a successful application, 
the garden was awarded money from 
the Welsh Government Small Scale 
Project Landing Grant, which has 
allowed for the creation of a wildlife 
pond area and forest garden. 

Both projects aim to improve 
biodiversity in the garden and 
promote a natural ecosystem. These 
areas of the garden will also provide 
invaluable educational opportunities 
for schoolchildren who can come 
along to learn about nature and 
nurture in their local area. We have 
also recently erected interpretation 
signs around the garden for visitors to 
enjoy. 

Workshops and activities are being 
planned for volunteers, including a 
visit to the Lield Days Organic project 
at Amelia Trust Larm, a day at the 
kitchen garden at Dyffryn Gardens 
and a litter picking day with Tim Wort 
of Keep Wales Tidy. Other activities 
are currently being planned in 
partnership with Keep Wales Tidy 
including a tool sharpening and hedge 
maintenance workshop. 

Lisa Williams, garden manager, 
said: “We are working with Ty lolo 
Hostel to arrange an Easter event in 
March where we hope we’ll have lots 
of visitors to the garden, taking part in 
an Easter egg hunt. 

“We’re always looking for new 
volunteers and we’re going to be 
extremely busy over the next few 
months getting ready to start growing 
our fruit and veg, we need all the help 


we can get.” 

She added that gardening tasks 
people could be getting on with this 
month include: Preparing the ground 
by digging over and adding plenty of 
organic matter to improve the 
condition and texture of the soil. 

Avoid working with soil that is still 
too wet; 

Leeding soil by adding well rotted 
manure or compost (homemade is 
best, but shop bought is fine); 

Cleaning pots and trays thoroughly 
ready for sowing seeds; 

Giving the greenhouse a good clean 
with a suitable product, to get rid of 
overwintering pests and disease; 

If you haven’t done so already, plan 
what you want to grow this spring and 
order or buy your seeds ready; 

Onions sets and first early potatoes 
are one of the first crops you can 
plant. Look out for these when you’re 
out and about, to make sure you get 
first pick of the variety you want; 

If you have an allotment, think 
about what you grew where last year 
and rotate. This is particularly 
important for crops such as onions 
and root vegetables. 

Managed by Newydd Housing 
Association and owned by the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, Barry 
Community Garden is located just off 
Dyfnallt Road next to Pencoedtre 
Splash Park. It is an outdoor project 
available for the whole community to 
enjoy, open on Mondays from 10am- 
4pm and Wednesdays from 10am- 
2pm. Contact Lisa Williams on 
07501 468694 if you’re interested in 
volunteering.

A bare 11 Bears travelled to 
Aberystwyth University at the 
weekend, but still managed to pull off 
a 'smash-and-grab' victory to 
maintain their gap at the top of the 
De Cymru & The Marches 1 table. 

With all three squads at the club 
bereft of players, the first XI had to call 
on Chris McCarthy for his first senior 
team appearance of the season but, to 
his credit, the second XI regular slotted 
in seamlessly on the left hand side of 
midfield and never looked out of place. 

With players missing throughout the 
formation, a reshuffle of the Penarth 
pack was required, with player-coach 
Ben Croxall dropping into the centre of 
defence alongside Sam Williamson, 
captain Tom Haran moving over to right 
back and Usman Dhami taking over the 
holding midfield role. 

With no substitutes to call upon, 
Penarth also needed a change in tactics, 
reverting from the high pressing, high 
octane hockey that has seen them score 
so many goals this season to a more 
defensive set-up, sitting deep and 
allowing the opposition the ball before 
pouncing on any mistakes. 

Despite that, the Bears were quick 
out of the traps, not for the first time 
this season scoring within the opening 
minutes to put them instantly in control 
of proceedings. 

Croxall's searching aerial pass from 
defence found Phil Lane, who allowed 
the ball to settle before hitting a first 
time cross that found David Joyce, and 
the hitman wasted no time in striking a 
ferocious shot past a sprawling 
goalkeeper to round off a swift counter 
attack. 

The early goal played perfectly into 
Penarth's strategy, meaning the home 
side now had to try and force the issue 
while the Bears could lay in wait and 
exploit any student errors.

The second XI welcomed Whitchurch 
D to a cold and crisp Stanwell School 
with the Vale side intent on keeping 
up their push for promotion. 

Penarth, for once, started well, but so 
did the opposition and, despite the pre¬ 
game focus being on winning the 
mental battle by taking the lead, the 
home side found themselves having to 
defend two penalty corners before being 
able to lodge an attack of their own.

IT’S been a busy few months for Llantwit 
Major Tae Kwon Do athletes Ruth May 
and Bethany Burt, alongside coach 
Master Paul Jones. 

Back in August, the girls took part in the GB 
ranking “Ultimate Summer Cup” in Barnsley. In 
only her second ever WTF Tae Kwon Do 
competition, Bethany bowed out in the quarter finals 
to a very good player and the eventual gold 
medallist. 

Ruth was on form having just missed out on gold 
at the British Open the month before and dominated 
a heavier opponent who she had lost to a few months 
earlier taking the semi-final 8-1. 

She then went on to win the final 5-2 and take 
gold, with her opponent throwing in the towel during 
the second round after taking some powerful kicks. 

These performances then led to 17 year old Ruth 
being ranked as second in the UK for her category, 
behind full time GB athlete Rachelle Booth and one 
of the youngest ranked in the senior (18-I-) category. 

In September, the girls headed to Manchester 
Velodrome to take part in the British National 
Championships. 

Bethany made it to the semi-final stage where she 
came up against one of the tournament favourites. A 
brilliant performance by Bethany meant that she led 
for most of the match; however a slight lack of 
experience showed towards the end and Bethany 
narrowly missed out 15-12 to the girl who went on 
to take gold, leaving Bethany with a well-deserved 
bronze. 

Ruth also made it to the semi-final stage and her 
determination after the release of the GB rankings 
led Ruth to dominate her opponent with the referee 
stopping the match before the start of the third round 
with Ruth leading 13-0. 

In the final, 17-year-old Ruth faced the 28-year - 
old Canadian national champion who had also won 
her semi-final via 12 point gap. The final took place 
six hours after her semi-final match and what should 
have been a seven minute fight lasted a gruelling 22 
minutes. 

Unfortunately it wasn’t quite Ruth’s day as she 
missed out narrowly 12-8, but a great silver medal 
for her first year at Nationals. 

In October, Ruth headed to the All Stars 1-1 to 
gain some more experience. Ruth’s two “match-ups” 


withdrew, so a former GB player and the current 
European Masters silver medallist stepped in to give 
Ruth a fight. 

With no time to warm up, Ruth found herself on 
the back foot, eventually missing out 11-8. 

In her second match, Ruth met a player of the 
same weight and age. With time to warm up, Ruth 
absolutely dominated her opponent landing some 
strong head and body kicks. With three minutes of 
the six minute fight left, Ruth landed a very strong 
kick to the face, stopping the match with her 
opponents’ coach throwing the towel in with the 
score finishing 23-2. 

A few weeks later, both girls headed to the Quest 
Open GB ranking. After some narrow misses in her 
last few competitions, it was Bethany’s turn to shine. 

In the semi-final, a nervous Bethany faced a GB 
cadet player. However after a quick chat with her 
coach and an intense warm up, Bethany took to the 
mats and put her nerves to rest to take a resounding 
10-3 win, a great confidence boost for the future star. 

In the final, Bethany was to face an opponent who 
she narrowly lost to at the British open by a single 
point a few months earlier. Bethany completely 
dominated her opponent with a brilliant performance 
and the referee stopping the match with the score at 
20-2, leaving Bethany with her first ever WTE Tae 
Kwon Do gold. 

Ruth competed in the weight below her normal 
weight for a change and was the first match of the 
day in her quarter final, once again leaving her with 
very little warm up time. 

Ruth wasn’t going to let it bother her this time 
though and after trailing 1-0 during the first round, 
Ruth upped the intensity and won the match 11-2. 

In the semi-final, Ruth once again found herself 
trailing 1-0 at the end of the first round. However, 
she adopted a relaxed and strategic approach to take 
the match 5-2. 

In the final, Ruth was looking for another gold. 
However, she had a very tough task ahead against a 
GB player and the former European cadet bronze 
medallist. 

Ruth led 1-0 at the end of the first and then 4-3 at 
the end of the second, with both players having 
landed head kicks simultaneously. 

Unfortunately, her opponent’s experience shone 
through in the final round and Ruth took silver on 
this occasion. 


Two weeks later, Ruth headed to the Nottingham 
Open GB ranking alone, with Bethany withdrawing 
through illness. 

Competing in the same category, Ruth made it to 
the semi-final to once again meet with the same 
player she lost to in the final two weeks previously. 

Ruth fought a much better tactical and cagey 
match and was very unlucky to miss out 5-2 after a 
head kick was not registered which would have 
made the score 5-5. The player then went on to take 
gold again by stoppage, 12-0. 

After committing to training over the Christmas 
holidays, both Bethany and Ruth headed to the 
Ultimate 1-1 in January in Barnsley. 

Bethany’s first match up was against a much 
heavier player but Bethany focused on her game a 
won the match convincingly 10-2 by body shots 
alone, with several headshots narrowly missing. 

In her second match, 14-year-old Bethany faced a 
17-year-old GB junior. Bethany fought a very 
impressive and aggressive match, landing some 
strong, signature axe kick headshots, although one 
was unfortunately missed by the judges and Bethany 
narrowly missed out 7-6. 

She won in the eyes of Paul though and this was 
probably one of her best performances to date. 

Ruth’s first match up was also against a GB 
junior, who had represented GB at the Europeans 
previously. 

Despite initial nerves, Ruth produced a very 
confident performance and won the match 7-3, 
although the score could have quite easily been 
much higher in Ruth’s favour. 

In her second match, Ruth faced another current 
GB junior and one of the top players in the UK. Eor 
once, Ruth was fighting a player of a similar height 
and style and both girls fought a very close and 
skilful match. 

A very controlled performance from Ruth meant 
that she was declared the winner with a score of 3-2. 

Eocus now shifts towards the 2016 season, with 
both girls targeting British titles and hoping to 
compete in Holland, Belgium and Germany to gain 
more international experience.

U NDER the heading 
^Brilliant Evan 
Takes Honours’ I 
wrote at the time: 
‘Nineteen-year-old 
farmer’s son Evan 
Williams earned the 
highest praise when he 
landed the Point-To-Point 
Owners’ Association Club 
Members’ race on Little 
Herbert at the Gelligaer

Saturday’, writes Brian 
Lee. 

“Despite losing his irons and 
reins when over-jumping at the 
last fence alongside Musical 
Shadow, Evan, from the Vale of 
Glamorgan, somehow managed to 
get the former showjumper back 
into the race and, in an exciting 
finish, won by a neck. 

''Timber Tool, who gave John 
Llewellyn his 15th winner of the 
season, made it nine wins out of 


10 this season when beating 
Shuttlecock Star by an easy six 
lengths in the Men’s Open, and 
now leads the field by one win for 
the Daily Telegraph Trophy. 

"Timber Tool, who set a 
relentless gallop, made a bad 
mistake at the 16th fence. 

“Paul Doorhof, aged 17 of 
Tredegar, notched up his first 
winner when Eggington finished 
alone in the members’ race. 

“The only other runner, 
Bradfield Prince, pulled up lame 
approaching the 15th. Glynis 
England’s Crown Roy ale, who 
pulled up in the rear in a three 
horse race at the Banwen Miners’ 
on Monday, scored a shock 20-1 
win in the Maiden race.” 
Incidentally, Crown Roy ale, a 20-1 
chance, was ridden by the Vale’s 
Kevin Cousins and beat the 
favourite Channel Pastime by 
half-a-length. 

While at the Ystrad Point-To- 
Point Gavin Hughes rode his first 
winner on a problem horse Answer 
to Prayer, owned by bookmaker 
Tony Jeffries, and I wrote: 


"Answer to Prayer, who usually 
refuses to start and who has been 
known to pull himself up made all 
the running to win the members’ 
race.” 

I also reported that: “Tim 
Rooney’s bid to win the National 
Riders’ Championship came to an 
end when he broke two bones in 
his right foot after falling from 
likely winner Gunmetal Boy at the 
penultimate fence in the Adjacent 
Hunts race, won by Miss Daffodil, 
ridden by John Llewellyn.”

W ITH the 2016 
Six Nations 
already almost 
at the halfway stage, 
anyone looking for a sign 
that the lessons of last 
year’s Rugby World Cup 
are being absorbed and 
that the historic gulf 
between the two 
hemispheres is finally 
being addressed, will be 
disappointed by the 
general standard of play 
so far in the tournament. 

Both the opening games 
and last weekend’s second 
round clashes in Cardiff, 
Rome and Paris again 
demonstrated the defence- 
minded northern 
hemisphere’s fixation with 
overcoming the opposition by 
physical force, rather than 
putting the emphasis on skills 
and the more expansive 
approach favoured in the 
southern hemisphere. 

It was graphically 
underlined by England’s 
newly-appointed head coach 
Eddie Jones (ironically, an 
Australian), before Sunday’s 
40-9 victory against the 
tournament ‘minnows’ in 
Rome, who made an 
unseemly call, hardly in the 
traditional spirit of the Six 
Nations, for English players 
to be absolutely ruthless... 
and give Italy a good hiding"’. 
By the end, ‘Hhere must be no 
Italians left standing... We 
want to make the opposition 
fear us/" he announced. 

This was no doubt greeted 
with amusement by the likes 
of New Zealand and South 
Africa - but it has 
undoubtedly thrown down 
the gauntlet to their next up 
opponents, Ireland, and also 
Wales, who will both be 
provoked to respond in kind 
to the challenge - and make 
more grim wars of attrition 
all but inevitable. 

It would also mean a 
further chance lost for the 
northern hemisphere nations 
to show they have moved on 
from the collective failures of 
a southern hemisphere- 
dominated World Cup and 
show they are capable of 
creating a skilful and 
dynamic sporting spectacle. 
To their credit, the

unfancied Scots came to the 
newly-renamed Principality 
Stadium in Cardiff on 
Saturday, with a clear 
intention of taking the game 
to an experienced Welsh side 
awash with caps in this, the 
121st clash between the two 
sides since they first met in 
1883. 

The visitors had not won in 
the Welsh capital since their 
narrow 27-22 victory as far 
back as 2002 - and were on 
the back of eight straight 
defeats to Wales, including a 
51-3 record humbling at the 
Millennium Stadium on 
March 15,2014. 

Last year, while Wales, 
England and Ireland were 
revelling in a nail-biting, try- 
fest finale to the 2015 
championship (which the 
latter won on points 
difference), the white-washed 
Scots were gloomily 
contemplating an unwanted 
Wooden Spoon. 

In this year’s Six Nations 
campaign, their opening 
encounter the previous 
weekend, had got off to a 
drab start with a 9-15 home 
defeat to England; little 
wonder they were doubly 
motivated to avoid a repeat of 
last year’s ignominy, and 
prove that their Rugby World 
Cup efforts were a truer 
guide to form, by taking a 
prized Wales scalp. 

Eor the home camp, the 
disappointing 16-16 stalemate 
with an injury-depleted 
Ireland in Dublin had seemed 
more like a defeat, so this 
second outing in front of the 
capacity home crowd had 
more than the usual nervous 
tension in the air, as the 
Welsh players ran out 
knowing there could be no 
excuse for familiar slowness 
out of the blocks - if they 
were to stay in the title race. 

Head coach Warren 
Gatland had hinted as much 
beforehand: ^Ifs great to be 
able to have an unchanged 
side, with Dan Biggar fit again 


and ready to play.. .It"s a 
reward for some players who 
put in a great shift in Dublin - 
but we will be asking more of 
other players as well. With a 
six-day turnaround, we 
discussed changes, especially 
up front, but this is an 
opportunity for them to make 
sure they start well.” 

In fact, for once, he got his 
wish, with Wales immediately 
going on the offensive and 
taking a seven-point lead 
after just five minutes, when 
scrum half Gareth Davies 
raced away to score a try 
disputed for offside, which 
was converted by outside half 
Dan Biggar, who had made a 
rapid recovery from injury in 
the Dublin match. 

However, it was almost 
immediately cancelled out by 
alert wing Tommy Seymour, 
with a try converted by his 
skipper, scrum half Greig 
Laidlaw, that sparked 
Scottish forays which kept 
Wales at full stretch - and 
forced them to concede a 
penalty converted by Laidlaw 
- for a three-point lead that 
lasted just two minutes - 
when Biggar landed a penalty 
to level matters once more. 

Almost on the stroke of 
half-time, the struggling 
home side were again 
penalised and Laidlaw made 
no mistake for a 13-10 lead, 
to conclude a first half that 
was high in end-to-end 
excitement, but low on skills 
and accuracy of execution. 

At this point, the more 
enterprising Scots were not 
only well in the game, but in 
large measure dominating it, 
against a Welsh side more 
than holding their own in the 
tight, but surprisingly 
struggling for possession at 
the breakdown - where they 
had been expected to excel 
through two open-sides, 
skipper Sam Warburton and 
Justin Tipuric, working in 
tandem. 

Ten minutes into the 
second half, the pendulum 


began to slowly swing Wales’ 
way when George North took 
a hand with a defence¬ 
scattering run, and intense 
Welsh pressure then saw 
Biggar’s boot equalise the 
score at 13-13, as 
replacements came on - 
although changes made to the 
front row diminished Welsh 
power in the scrum. 

Scotland regained the lead 
(16-13) when Wales were 
penalised bang in front of 
their posts but the stadium 
crowd rose to their feet when 
Blues wing Tom James set off 
on an 80-metre run along the 
touchline, only to be hauled 
down just yards from the try 
line. It was the signal for 
renewed efforts by the home 
side and the pressure told 
when man-of-the-match, 
Jamie Roberts, crashed over 
near the upright for a try 
converted by Biggar and a 
four-point lead at 20-16. 

When Scotland were 
penalised at the scrum, 

Biggar’s kick to touch and a 
resulting lineout eventually 
saw the ball in the revitalised 
North’s hands and the crowd 
again rose exultantly to their 
feet as the giant wing brushed 
tiring defenders aside and 
touched down behind the 
posts for an electrifying try 
that confirmed his return to 
form. Biggar added the 
simple conversion for a 
seemingly unassailable 27-16, 
lead, with barely ten minutes 
remaining. 

However, Scotland rallied 
for one final effort almost on 
the stroke of full time, which 
saw impressive inside centre 
Duncan Taylor claim the 
touchdown that enabled 
Laidlaw to have the last word 
with a conversion to make the 
final score 27-23. 

The Wales camp celebrated 
the hard-fought win with a 
sigh of relief, but know there 
is much to work on before the 
floundering Erench come to 
town next week on the back 
of an unconvincing 10-9 win 
over Ireland in Paris. 

It is a perfect opportunity for 
this Welsh side to really show 
what everyone knows they are 
capable of- and in doing so 
make a statement that rugby is 
more than a war of attrition - 
or schoolyard talk of giving 
opponents “a good hiding’.
